"No Smoking" 
Rochester Approves Smokefree Restaurants 

The Rochester Board of Health passed a 
Smokefree Restaurant Food Service Establishment 
Amendment to their existing Tobacco Regulation on 
Wednesday night, May 2. The amendment prohibits 
smoking in all restaurants, bars, and public places. In 
addition, smoking shall not be allowed in any municipal 
building in the Town of Rochester and within 25 feet of 
each point of entry to each municipal building. 

The Board of Health held the first hearing on the 
amendment on April 4, and the hearing was continued to 
May 2 in order to gather more information on one part of 
the proposed amendment which would have prohibited 
smoking in all public playgrounds, parks, athletic and 
recreation fields owned by the Town of Rochester. The 
board felt they needed input from the police, fire, and 
parks department in order to make a more informed 
decision on this issue. 

On May 2, the board took the recommendations 
under consideration that had come from the three town 
departments. The parks department informed the Board 
of Health that they already had a ban on smoking at the 
athletic fields for ten years. The police department 
expressed some concerns about enforcing the prohibition 
of smoking in outside areas such as recreational fields and 
parks. 

Jacqueline Curran, a Rochester resident, spoke in 
support of the amendment, stating she was a school social 
worker. "I am concerned about children being impressed 
by role modeling," Ms. Curran said. "They learn about the 
dangers of tobacco use in health class, yet, as children see 
the people they look up to smoke, the likelihood that they 
will smoke increases. Children may begin to smoke as 
early as age thirteen, and sometimes younger." 

"I am concerned about young people with jobs in 
work sites who are forced to breathe unclear air for hours 
at a time, and I am also concerned about children with

asthma and older citizens, like myself, who experience 
respiratory problems," Ms. Curran added. "So, on behalf 
of all Rochester residents who want to breathe clean air, I 
ask you that you vote 'y es ' on this amendment." 

Laura Ribeiro, a Rochester Public Health Nurse, 
voiced her support for the amendment: "I work at (an) 
Emergency Room, and I am seeing a great increase in the 
incidence of babies and young children being admitted 
for asthma and upper respiratory complications as a 
result of exposure to secondhand smoke," she said. "It is 
clear that many people still do not understand the dire 
consequences for their young children that occur because 
of secondhand smoke. It is terrible to see these babies and 
toddlers gasping for breath." 

The Rochester Board of Health considered all the 
input they received at the hearing, and made a motion to 
pass the amendment with the exception of the prohibition 
of smoking in public playgrounds, parks, athletic and 
recreational fields. The board offered to provide "No 
Smoking" signs to the parks department to help them 
enforce their own no smoking policy. The amendment 
will become effective on July 1, 2001.

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opened enrollment on April 1 of this year. After only four 
weeks, approximately 25,000 individuals have enrolled in 
the program. 

"I am pleased that the House decided to keep the 
promise we made to our seniors a year ago," said 
Representative Straus. " Prescription Advantage is a 
sensible and affordable prescription drug plan and I am 
confident that it will be successful." 

The amendment also calls for the development of 
an aggregate purchasing program for all Massachusetts 
residents that would allow the state to negotiate 
discounted prices with pharmaceutical companies. 

"By allowing the state to purchase prescription 
drugs in bulk, the enormous negotiating power will 
translate into the best price for prescription drugs for all 
residents of Massachusetts," said Representative Straus. 

Representative Straus also helped secure 
increases in school aid for Mattapoisett, Rochester and 
Marion. The Town of Mattapoisett will see a four percent 
increase in school aid and a ten percent increase in local 
aid. Rochester will receive a six percent increase in school 
aid and an eight percent increase in local aid. Marion will 
see a ten percent increase in school aid and an eight 
percent increase in local aid. 

"Despite the impact of Question 4 and its 
reduction in revenues for the state, we have been prudent 
and have been able to continue an unbroken string of 
school and local aid increases to the towns since 1993," 
Representative Straus added. 

In addition, the budget includes a direct grant to 
Mattapoisett for $250,000 for construction of Phase One of 
the Mattapoisett Bike Path. Phase One of the bike path 
will connect to the existing Fairhaven Bike Path at the 
town line and continue easterly to the crossing at 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. This grant advances the funding 
for the project so that construction can begin next fiscal 
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year of the town's recreational bike path. 

As a member of the legislation's Joint Health Care 
Committee, Representative Straus also offered a 
successful amendment to the budget directing the 
Department of Public Health to conduct an assessment of 
the incidence of autism in the 0-5 age group. 
"Unfortunately, this condition has been rising in 
Massachusetts and the state has yet to identify the extent 
of the population which is affected," Representative 
Straus said. "This amendment will allow the public to 
assess the impact on future service needs for autism and 
assist in trying to identify causes for the condition." 

The budget will now proceed to the State Senate 
for its consideration later this spring.

School attend classes at Old Hammondtown School in 
January of 2003. 

"The first step is town acceptance (of the road)," 
Selectman Andrews said. "If Town Meeting doesn't 
support it ... all traffic will remain on Shaw Street. We 
can't add the cost of rebuilding Jenney Street to the (Old 
Hammondtown School) project ... that's not considered a 
reimbursable expense." 

With that, the board unanimously approved the 
street acceptance layout for Jenney Street as presented. 

At 7:15 pm the board considered similar street 
acceptance layouts for Beech Wood Road (off Long Plain 
Road) and River Bend Lane, both adjacent and accessible 
to private developments. But Planning Board Chairman 
Bob Rogers, who was present for an appointment later 
that evening, strongly urged the Selectmen to postpone 
consideration of these street layouts until the 
development owner fulfilled certain requirements. 

"The issue I have with Beech Wood Drive is there 
are no boundaries," Mr. Rogers said. "I would not 
recommend that the town accept the road at this time ... 
there are no 'as-built' plans (on file) and no 
monumentation. For everyone's benefit and safety in the 
neighborhood, these issues need to be addressed first." 

Mr. Rogers explained that although this was not 
always a requirement for a street acceptance, since the 
Subdivision Control Law has come into effect, they are 
now required to install 6x6-foot concrete boundary 
markers before the town agrees to take over the 
maintenance of the street. This is a criteria which the 
current property owner must meet before the street is 
accepted as a public way. 

"I'm not here trying to play the cop for a 
subdivision that was approved 20 years ago," he said. 
"But I have a responsibility to make sure (all) the criteria

are met." 

The board agreed to continue the hearing on both 
Beech Wood Drive and River Bend Lane to next week's 
meeting (May 14) to give the development owner an 
opportunity to address Mr. Rogers' concerns. The 
hearings would be held at 7:00 pm on Monday, May 14. 

Under incoming correspondence for the week, the 
board received:

from 35 to 40 percent." 

Mr. Rogers said more developers would be 
encouraged to opt for cluster zoning if they didn't have to 
undergo the special permitting process — a requirement 
which often scares them off. 

"It doesn't work for every area of town and it's 
very site-specific," Mr. Rogers said. "We may be one of the 
first communities (in Massachusetts) to take advantage of 
the by-right option. The intent is to encourage open space 
and more passive recreation." 

At 7:50 pm the board met with Carol Webster and 
Peter Cadden of Hopewell Associates, Inc., which is 
sponsoring a benefit Fun Run for children with Autism on 
Saturday, May 19 in Mattapoisett. According to Ms. 
Webster, the original plan was for the non-profit 
organization to offer food and drink to an anticipated 100 
participants at Shipyard Park, but the board had some 
concerns over the selling of concessions at the waterfront 
park and feared it would set a precedent for other 
organizations and cut into an existing business with 
which the town has signed an agreement.

General's office in this matter, or even the Massachusetts 
Department of Telecommunications and Energy (DTE). 
Although they sympathized with Mr. Blethen's concerns, they 
noted that it is often difficult to get the cable company to 
address such issues or make changes in their policies. 

At 7:15 pm the board met with several residents from 
the Briggs Lane area who wanted to voice their concerns about 
the previously-named Briggs Lane Court Development which 
has since been sold to Lakeside Developers. Resident John Gray 
told the board that since they started doing grade work on the 
subdivision, he's been experiencing serious flooding problems 
on his property — especially in the aftermath of last month's 
torrential rain storms. 

"Several people were flooded who have never been 
flooded before," Mr. Gray said. "I got washed out from that job 
across the street." 

Although the board understood Mr. Gray's concerns, 
they explained that such matters are under the control and 
jurisdiction of the Planning Board and Conservation 
Commission, and the Board of Selectmen could not override the 
decisions of other elected boards.

which to complete the work." 

Resident Mary Gray also complained about the clear- 
cutting of many healthy trees which were removed from the 
property behind Evergreen Cemetery. "Hundreds and hundreds 
of trees were taken out," she said. "I'm sure much of the clear- 
cutting is responsible for the flooding problems." 

The board advised the residents to bring their concerns 
back before the Planning Board and also to the Conservation 
Commission and Building Commissioner. "I strongly urge you 
pursue this," said Selectman Bryant. "You raised a lot of 
questions which we should know the answers to ... and I'm 
sorry there isn't more we could do for you tonight." 

Chairman Dickerson also agreed to meet with 
Department of Public Works (DPW) Superintendent Rob Zora to 
examine the area and see what could be done to alleviate the 
water runoff problems.

Verizon was not handled in a timely matter. "When 
something reaches me," Ms. Coughlin explained, it means 
that the board was not receiving "acceptable answers or 
solutions." 

According to Ms. Coughlin, last week a Verizon 
crew was in Rochester conducting an inventory of double 
poles, and determining which poles belonged to Verizon 
and which belonged to the electric companies. "There will 
never be zero," said Ms. Coughlin, but an effort will be 
made to reduce the number of double poles in town. A 
quarterly review will be conducted on the progress, which 
Verizon will provide to Town Administrator Jim Huntoon. 

Selectman Ryan expressed her ongoing 
frustration with the poles, stating that she had been 
working for their removal for over ten years. Ms. 
Coughlin acknowledged the frustration and went to 
explain that the removal is complicated for several 
reasons. First, the on-going construction of new homes is 
a factor; the winter weather makes it impossible to 
remove poles in the frozen ground; in addition, jobs that 
are "service effective" are placed on priority, while "non- 
service effecting" jobs — such as pole removal — are 
ultimately put on the back burner. 

The board plans to keep in touch with Ms. 
Coughlin in order to remedy the situation. 

Next, the board met with members of the Board 
of Assessors who recommended the appointment of 
Suzanne E. Szyndlar to fill the vacancy on the board.

The board next appointed the following 
individuals to the Rochester Historic District 
Commission: Joseph Yates, Kathleen McAuliffe, and 
Gloria Vincent. They also appointed the following 
individuals to serve as Assistant Animal Control officers: 
Brenda Andrews and Alex Wheeler. 

Next, the board met with Police Chief William 
Przybylek who came before them to discuss several items. 
First, Chief Przybylek explained that the police 
department had built a trailer to monitor speed, and 
thanked Highway Surveyor Jeff Eldridge who built the 
trailer, saving the department thousands of dollars. The 
trailer, which was built using monies from a recent 
$15,000 state grant, cost the department approximately 
$3,200 as opposed to $13,000 for a new one. 

The speed sign trailer, which had its debut on 
Safety Day last week, will measure the speed of an 
approaching vehicle and in some instances, it can measure 
the speed of a departing vehicle. A speed limit sign will be 
posted alongside the measured speed, which will be quite 
visible to the operator. 

After viewing the trailer, which was placed in 
front of the Town Hall, it was explained that it is intended 
to educate the public about speed as well as enforce the 
speed. It will be placed strategically throughout the town 
in order to address speed issues and residents complaints. 
It will remain in place for a period of time, and at some 
point be replaced by a cruiser and a patrolman to issue 
citations, should the speed problems persist. 

"I think people are happy to see their concerns are 
being addressed," Chief Przybylek said. 

The board and Chief Przybylek also discussed the 
policies in place for the Police Department and made 
some minor changes. In addition, Chief Przybylek 
discussed the implementation of a Bike Patrol Unit which 
is comprised of two police bikes, and four officers 
assigned to them at various times. Officer Watson is the 
coordinator of the program, which will be funded by a 
recent grant. He is expected to compile a list of upcoming 
events within the town and will provide this extra police 
coverage accordingly. The bikes are equipped with first 
aid kits and tool kits, and are expected to be utilized soon.

officers and citizens," said Chief Przybylek.

CANINE DIARRHEA 

My dog has had diarrhea more than once a week for the past month. 
He eats dog chow and table scraps. Occasionally there is blood in the 
stool and he can't always control himself and messes indoors. What 
can 1 do? 

The key to controlling illness is getting a correct diagnosis and 
then treating the problem appropriately. First, have your veteri- 
narian examine a stool specimen to check for intestinal para- 
sites. Stop feeding your dog table scraps. If no parasites are 
found and stopping the table scraps does not resolve the prob- 
lem, try changing the diet. Eucanuba brand dog foods are often 
helpful in resolving intestinal upsets in dogs. 

What if the problem continues? 

If you have done the 3 steps described above and the dog still 
has diarrhea, it is time to have your veterinarian evaluate the 
dog and possibly perform additional tests in order to obtain a 
diagnosis.

Letter to the Editor 

To the Editor: 

Mattapoisett citizens have a matchless opportunity to 
hold down rising residential taxes. A proposal that will be 
presented at Town Meeting on May 21 calls for creation of a 
Community Development Department that will bring in 
appropriate new businesses to expand the town's tax base, thus 
relieving the residential tax burden. We invite you to attend an 
informational meeting on this proposal on May 15 at 7:00 pm at 
Old Hammondtown School on Shaw Street (in Mattapoisett). 

At the request of the town's Planning Board, our 
committee did extensive research to address the economic 
development component of the 1999 Master Plan. We concluded 
that the best way to relieve the residents' tax burden is to 
increase the business tax base. This is best accomplished by a 
Community Development Department with a full-time, 
professional director accountable to the Board of Selectmen. The 
new department would also help to retain existing businesses 
and prevent the retail sprawl and uncontrolled growth that 
marks some other SouthCoast towns. 

The benefits of following this plan are many. Just in 
taxes alone, within five years the average household valued at 
$200,000 can save more than $500 per year if the business tax 
base in enlarged. 

Our tax burden is likely to worsen in the next five years 
because of the town's financial needs for school projects, 
proposed sewer and water improvements and other expenses. If 
we don't take action now, Mattapoisett will be less affordable for 
young families and seniors on fixed incomes. Pressures will 
increase for less desirable development. The town could lose its 
residential, small-town, coastal character. 

We hope you will attend the informational meeting on 
May 15, and then come to Town Meeting on May 21 and support 
the proposal.

The MRIP program rewards cities and towns that 
take steps to improve their recycling programs by paying 
them twice a year for each ton of material that is recycled 
by their residents. These payments are then invested back

into community programs to make further program 
improvements. Over the past three and a half years, more 
than $8 million has been paid to Massachusetts cities and 
towns through the MRIP program. MRIP is funded by the 
state's Clean Environment Fund, which is comprised of 
unclaimed beverage container deposits. 

The program payments will be even greater as 
Rochester residents recycle more. Rochester receives 
payment of $10 per ton for each ton of glass, paper, cans, 
and plastic that residents recycled. But, for every 
additional ton that is recycled compared with last year, 
Rochester is paid at a bonus rate of $20 per ton. Each time 
that residents recycle, they are helping to generate money 
to support your community's recycling program. 

The Swift Administration has requested an 
additional appropriation of $7 million from the Clean 
Environment Fund in fiscal year 2002 to support 
innovative recycling initiatives, municipal assistance, 
public education, and business assistance and research. 
Each year, recycling in Massachusetts reduces greenhouse 
gas emissions by nearly one million tons of carbon 
equivalent, saves enough energy to power 140,000 homes, 
and supports 12,000 jobs and $600 million of economic 
development. 

The Department of Environmental Protection 
(DEP) is responsible for ensuring clean air and water, safe 
management of solid and hazardous waste, timely 
cleanup of hazardous waste sites and spills, and the 
preservation of wetlands and coastal resources.

Sheriff's Department Grants 

Plymouth County Sheriff Joseph F. McDonough 
has announced that surplus revenue generated by the 
Sheriff's Civil Process Division in 2000 has been 
earmarked for distribution to county police departments 
in the form of grants. The grants, which will be used to 
fund a wide range of purchases and programs, total 
$29,580 and were awarded by the county's Law 
Enforcement Advisory Board. 

The following grants were awarded to area Police 
Departments: $3,612 to Marion for the implementation of 
the Law Enforcement Training Network and $646 to 
Rochester for the purchase of a point-and-shoot stationary 
radar gun. 

The Sheriff's Civil Process Division serves more 
than 25,000 legal documents annually, mostly to parties in 
civil lawsuits. Fees paid by attorneys and plaintiffs fund 
the division's entire operation, resulting in zero cost to the 
taxpayers. In years when revenues exceed expenses, 
surplus funds are distributed to county police agencies in 
the form of grants.

Mattapoisett Tax Meeting 

An important informational meeting for all 
Mattapoisett residents will be held on Tuesday, May 15 at 
7:00 pm at Old Hammondtown Elementary School on 
Shaw Street. Residents will learn about a proposed 
solution to the problem of rising residential taxes. 

The proposal is to create a Community 
Development Department to expand the town's business 
tax base, thus relieving the residents' tax burden. The 
department would help to insure appropriate business 
development and prevent the retail sprawl and 
uncontrolled growth that now marks some SouthCoast 
towns. The proposal will be presented on May 21 at 
Mattapoisett' s Annual Town Meeting. 

The proposal for a Community Development 
Department results from extensive research by the 
Economic Development Study Committee (EDSC), a 
group of Mattapoisett citizens assembled by the Town 
Planning Board to address the economic development 
component of the town's 1999 Master Plan. They 
concluded that the best way to relieve the residents' tax 
burden is to increase the business tax base by creating a 
Community Development Department with a full-time, 
professional director accountable to the Board of 
Selectmen. 

Taxes will continue to rise because of 
improvements the town is undertaking, such as school 
projects, proposed sewer and water improvements, and to

meet other expenses, such as salary increases for town 
employees. 

According to the EDSC, the town's residents will 
receive a number of benefits by supporting the proposed 
Community Development Department. In taxes, for 
instance, within five years the average household valued 
at $200,000 will save more than $500 per year if the 
Community Development Department is in operation. 
Without such a dedicated department, taxes will continue 
to increase, and pressures will grown for less desirable 
development, jeopardizing the town's small-town, 
residential, coastal character.

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Mummy s

The Mummy Returns. Starring Brendan Fraser and Rachel 
Weisz. Directed by Stephen Sommers. Running time: 125 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

An entire generation of kids are growing up on the new 
Mummy films, just as 1 grew up on the Indiana Jones films, and 
perhaps in 20 years, today's kids will look back as fondly and 
geekily at The Mummy as we thirtysomethings (cough, wheeze) 
reminisce about Raiders of the Lost Ark. Thank God the new series 
actually earns its place at the adventure table. 1999's The Mummy 
and its new sequel, The Mummy Returns, are unapologetic wedges 
of pop cheese — packed to the rafters with thrills, spills, explosions, 
monsters, and above all, humor. These movies not only laugh at 
themselves, they crack themselves up. 

The sequel unfolds in 1933, eight years after the original; in 
that time, stalwart adventurer Rick O'Connell (Brendan Fraser) 
and plucky researcher Evelyn (Rachel Weisz) have married and 
had a son, Alex (Freddie Boathe). By my calculations, that means 
Rick and Evelyn must have conceived Alex five minutes after the 
first movie's fade-out, and the movie likewise wastes little time. 
In a prologue, we meet the Scorpion King (played, in not much of 
an acting stretch, by the popular WWF wrestler The Rock), an 
ancient warrior who ... um ... does something to displease the 
gods, or something to please them, or something (I never give the 
plots of these movies the time of day), and centuries later he is due 
to rise again and conquer the world with his Army of Anubis, or 
something. 

As per the movie's title, though, Im-Ho-Tep (Arnold Vosloo) 
is brought back to life, with the help of the reincarnation of his lost 
love Anck-Su-Namun (Patricia Velasquez), to do battle with the 
Scorpion King. So ... that makes Im-Ho-Tep a good guy, right? 
Well, not really, since his minions are prepared to kill, not to 
mention kidnap Evelyn and / or Alex, to achieve their goal. So it's 
up to Rick, Evelyn, her craven brother Jonathan (John Hannah), 
and returning desert warrior Ardath Bay (Oded Fehr) — all of 
whom, one hopes, enjoyed their eight years of relaxation — to 
stop Im-Ho-Tep, Anck-Su-Namun, the Scorpion King, and anyone 
else who remotely resembles a reincarnation of ancient gods, 
plants, or minerals. 

Stephen Sommers has written and directed both films as if he 




were a precocious boy bashing action figures together when he 
isn't gobbling down neat-o myths and legends of Egypt; if he 
wants to go for a third outing with Rick, Evelyn, and God knows 
what other metaphysical beasts, he may have a trilogy to rival the 
other Steve's. Sommers definitely has a lead worthy of Harrison 
Ford in his prime; Brendan Fraser brings intelligence, sarcasm, 
and a sense of play to his athletics, and Rachel Weisz — so 
neurasthenic in the recent Enemy at the Gates that she may as well 
have been Helena Bonham Carter — is pink-cheeked and active 
again, with the mane of a lioness and the maternal instincts (and 
fighting instincts) to match. 

Will fans of old-school adventures — goingback even further 
than Raiders, to the 1930s serials that inspired everything else in 
the genre — feel a tiny pang of loss at this high-tech party? 
Possibly. In one or two sequences, Sommers goes in for the 
smash-and-grab editing and nerky -jerky action of Gladiator, and 
quite often the computerized beasts are as flatly unreal as the 
now-quaint-looking latex and light shows of the Indy series. But 
Sommers also stages several peerless bits: a chase aboard a 
double-decker bus pursued by Im-Ho-Tep's fearsome guards; a 
run-in with vicious pygmy mummies gleefully ripped off from 
Jurassic Park and Gremlins; the final three-way thro wdown between 
Rick, Im-Ho-Tep, and the Scorpion King (whose unconvincing 
digitally-mapped facial features are clunky enough to reassure us 
that Hollywood can't do away with actors just yet). 

The whole two-hours-plus affair just soars along, brainlessly 
and breathlessly, just like in the ancient days of 1981 . The Mummy 
films come along just in time to save kids from growing up with 
nothing but Pokemon and George Lucas' joyless reprise of his Star 
Wars tax write-off. For that alone, they have my gratitude. For 
returning me to the wide-eyed age of eleven for a handful of 
hours, they have my affection.

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Give A Little Bit

I sometimes fear that the American public is fast- 
approaching a disturbing level of obsessive self-concern 
and egomania. You can tell the whole "not in my back 
yard" (NIMBY) attitude is reaching dangerous proportions 
when a sincere and wholly generous organization like the 
Mattapoisett-based Hearts and Hands has to keep jumping 
through hoops and clearing hurdles to simply make ends 
meet and find themselves a permanent home. For the past 
five years organization leader Pat Gardiner has struggled, 
willingly, to help terminally-ill children endure their ordeal 
with both comfort and dignity. The group has also strived 
to help parents cope with what is an understandably 
difficult time. 

In return for what I would argue is a noble and heartfelt 
service, they have been greeted with complications, 
ignorance, and pure old-fashioned selfishness from a select 
group of residents in the New Bedford neighborhood 
where they hope to finally locate a permanent base of 
operations. I sometimes wonder how people who think the 
world revolves around them can sleep at night. 

Ms. Gardiner first began working with cancer patients 
as part of a Hospice support group at Tobey Hospital and 
then formed what was to become Hearts and Hands in 
1994. Since that time, she has worked to maintain a 
permanent location for the non-profit organization which 
was incorporated in 1996. After renting office space at two 
locations on Route 6 here in Mattapoisett, the group was 
hoping to purchase a building located at the so-called 
"Seahorse property" at the corner of North Street and 
Route 6 ... but that dream would never come to pass. They 
accepted the generous donation of a facility on North 
Avenue in Rochester and made that their home for about 
one year — but the remote location made it difficult for 
people to find them, and effectively removed them from 
the public consciousness. "Out of sight, out of mind," Ms. 
Gardiner said. 

As public support and donations dwindled, it forced 
Ms. Gardiner to downsize the organization and attempt to 
regroup in a higher profile location. "We left (Rochester) 
because we weren't connected to the public," Ms. Gardiner 
said. "Everything started to fall apart. You didn't get the 
volunteers to come out ... it was too far for the families to 
just drop by. And donations stopped coming in. I had to let 
everybody go and we were operating with a full 
complement of staff at that point." 

Ms. Gardiner returned to Mattapoisett and set up the 
base of operations in her own home. "My best work is with 
the kids, but if I'm with the kids, somebody's got to do the 
office (work)," she said. "Right now, it's too much for one 
person — way too much. I was hoping to get a place where 



you can have your volunteers, have families come in, have 
money come in, and do the work." 

With only a couple of faithful volunteers assisting her, 
Ms. Gardiner has been trying to serve the needs of some 31 
families from Rhode Island to Cape Cod out of her 
Mattapoisett home and provide for them a service which 
literally no one else does. "I've got more families than I've 
ever had and I'm doing a lot of work with parents in grief," 
she said. "It does have a spiritual component to it." 

After reaching a point of desperation last fall where 
she was prepared to close down the organization, an 
unexpected opportunity arose last December in the form of 
a building located in New Bedford, just a stone's throw 
from St. Luke's Hospital. "It was so unique because it was 
big enough and I could live there," she said. "They originally 
asked $410,000 ... but they ended up coming down to 
$360,000. But it's only contingent upon me selling my 
house so I can buy it." 

Ms. Gardiner prepared to sign a purchase and sale 
agreement to that effect and finally saw light at the end of 
the tunnel ... until objections and complaints started coming 
her way from a loud minority who purported to be residents 
of the neighborhood. "They didn't even want to know 
what we were planning to do," she said. "Someone said I 
was planning to open a homeless shelter." 

In an effort to make peace with her potential neighbors, 
Ms. Gardiner agreed to meet with them and ended up 
walking into an ambush of some 30 naysayers — many of 
whom were not even abutters to the property in question. 
Ms. Gardiner has also had to deal with people delving into 
her personal affairs and has found herself the subject of 
intense scrutiny since making an attempt to buy the New 
Bedford property. 

"They have told me they'll do whatever they can to 
keep me out," she said. "But I'm still hopeful." 

At this point I hope Ms. Gardiner fights tooth-and-nail 
to set up shop in New Bedford if only on principle. Freedom 
is a wonderful and deserving right, but I'm afraid our talk- 
show, Jerry Springer, "the customer is always right," self- 
esteem-obsessed American culture has desensitized us to 
some of the most important and fundamental concepts of 
compassion, generosity and humanity. 

Ms. Gardiner and Hearts and Hands should be 
applauded for the work they do ... and any person with 
blood still flowing through their veins should welcome 
them with open arms. 

And those "neighbors" who oppose and criticize them 
had better enjoy their idyllic little heaven now ... because 
something tells me they'll be greeted with the same disdain 
when they move into that great neighborhood in the sky.
